Wasbington, February 17.—Re-

troller of the Currency Crissinger. 
The condition of the national banks in 
December he described as “very sat- 
isfactory”’ and called attention to the 
fact that until September their re- 


* gources had more or less steadily 


declined from their peak of $22,711,- 
000,000 in December, 1919. 

Condition of the national banks, 
as reported by Mr. Crissinger, were 
said in a formal statement issued by 
the white house to show “the most 
satisfactory turn in the financial af- 
fairs of the country that has been 
registered by a bank statement since 
the conclusion of 1919.” 

“It demonstrates,” the statement 
continued, “that the processes of li- 
quidation hag been proceeding at such 
an excellent rate that it may fairly 
be said that we are well on the road 
to getting the ‘frozen credits’ thawed 
out. In this regard, indeed, it is by 
far the most satisfactory showing 
that has been made since the phrase 
‘frozen credits’ was invented.” 

Loans gnd Discounts. 
Loans and discounts of the national 
banks on December 31, 1921, exclusive 
of rediscounts of  $523,606,000, 
amounted to $10,981,783,000, an in- 
crease over the amount reported Sep- 
tember 6, 1921, of $4,169,000, but 
a reduction compared with the amount 


on December 19, 1920, of $1,113,512,- 
90000. Cash in vaults amounting to 


8341, 811,000 was reduced between 
September 6 and December 31. 1921,

589,000.

“They are determined 
to force an admission from the admin- 
istration leaders that the four-power 
treaty involves the United States in 
the same sort of international obligaa- 
tion as the niuch discussed and abused 
“article 10” of the Versailles pact. 

In the meantime during the meet- 
ing of the senate foreign relations 
committee today and while the mem- 
bers awaited word from the white 
house and the four-power pact, the 
committee members revived in their 
private consultations the project of a 
reservation declaring that the agree- 
ment could not be construed as ob- 
ligating the United States to use 
armed force without the express au- 
thorization of congress.

Decision by the supreme court of 
Georgia that counties of the state can- 
not legally pay their half of the sal- 
aries of county farm demonstration 
agents out of the general tax funds, 
was followed Friday, by a statement 
from Dr. A. M. Sole, head of the 
state college of dgriculiure, that he 
is firm in the faith that Georgia will 
find some way ‘to take care of the 
invaluable work being done by the 
agents. 

At the same time, Fulton county 
authorities, when informed that in the 
opinion of legal advisors of Floyd 
county. where the supreme court case 
originated, a constitutional amend- 
ment will be necessary to provide for 
payment of salaries of agents, stated 
that they will ask the next legislature 
to adopt laws necessary to meet the 
unexpected situation. 


Large Number Affected. 

Judge John W. Maddox, who ap- 
pealed the case from Floyd county, 
told The Constitution Friday night 
over long ‘distance phone that he is 
of the impression that a large number 
of counties: will be affected by the 
supreme court ruling. 

“T understand,” he said, “that many 
counties are paying their half of 
agents’ salaries and maintenfince cost 
of their work from the general tax 
telat, and. this method will be un- 
constitutional under the ruling. In 
my opinion, these counties cannot 
evade the ruling by paying the agents 
from special educational tax funds or 
other special funds, but thut a const! 
tutional amendment will be necessary. 
Other counties, however, are pay- 
ing: their from. funde specially 
provided 
and, these will not. be affected.” 

Judge Maddox was unable to say 
what per cent of the counties are pay- 
ing out of the. general tax funds. He 
explained that Floyd county had been

In refusing to pay the warrgnt for 
the county’s share of the demonstra- 
tion agent’s salary Chairman Hanks, 
through his attorneys. contended that 
there was ng law authorizing the pay- 
ment of such mdney and that it could 
not be paid out corstitutionally by 
any county. The trial court and the 
supreme court upheld this contention. 

In the meantime, it. was indicated. 
there ‘weuld be no curtailment of 
funds supplied by Fulton county for 
farm demonstration work.

HARRIS REQ UESTS 
| PROBE OF PRICES 
PAID FOR HOGS

Washington, February 17.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—Follow- 
ing up the alleged discrimination in 
prices paid for hogs in Georgia as 
compared with the markets in the 
west, Senator Harris.today requested 
Secretary Wallace, of the department 
of agriculture, to make an investiga- 
tion of the causes of the differences 
in prices, and if they were found te 
be largely or partly due to peanut-fed 
hogs, then to compile this information 
in a farmers’ bulletin which could be 
distributed throughout Georgia and 
other seetions affected. 

Some of the meat packers contend 
that peanut-fed hogs are soft and oily, 
| which cause them to demand less on 
the markets than corn-fed hogs, this 
penalizing the meat generally grown 
in the southeast. It has been suggest- 
ed to the department of agriculture 
that the true situation should be 
placed before the hog raisers, and the 
information furnished as to the ways 
they can finish their hogs so as to 
bring higher prices. 

Shortly after Senator Harris took 
his seat he introduced a resolution in 
the senate which was passed, directing 
an investigation in the southeast by 
the federal trade commission as to the 
differences in prices paid in the south- 
east as compared with the middle 
western markets. The commission re- 
ported much of the difference due to 
peanut-fed hogs, which are said to be 
soft and oily. Officials of the depart-

May 
contracts sold up to 17.65 during the 
early afternoon, or 35 points net high- 
er and within ten points of the best 
price touched on Wednesday. The 
price reacted to 17.38 later under 
realizing, but rallied in the last few 
minutes, closing at 17.58 with the 
general market closing very steady at 
a net advance of 20 to 27 points. 

The market opened steady at an 
advance of 8 to 15 points on better 
Liverpool cables than expected. There 
was a good deal of realizing at the 
initial prices, but it was absorbed 
on reactions of 7 to 8 points and 
the market soon turned firmer on bull- 
ish spot advices from the south. 
Trade interests were among the buy- 
ers on the advance which carried 
March contracts up to 17.90 and July 
to 17.15, or abott 30 to 35 points 
| net higher on the active positions. 

Realizing then — a little more 
active and there re rather sharp 
reactions, but except for profit-taking 
there was no selling pressure developed 
and last prices were within nine or 
ten points of the best. 

Private cables attributed the firm 
tone of Liverpool to an improvement 
in Manchester and trade buying to 
fix prices on call cotton.

MODERATE GAINS 
AT NEW ORLEANS 


New Orleans, February 17.—A good 
undertone and moderate advances 
were maintained by cotton today, the 
opening being higher, highest prices 
being reached toward mid-session 
when March~ was at 16.69 and the 
list showed gains of 29 to 32 points, 
while the close was very steady’ at 
net advances of 16 to 23 points, 
March closing at 16.58. Highest prices 
were reached on reports to brokers 
that the mills in New England were 
making headway again the strikes 
over reductions in wages. 

The opening advance was caused by 
better Liverpool cables than expected, 
increased trading on the spot and pri- 
viate cablegrams noting better busi- 
ness in Manchester. Continued cold 
weather over the belt and no rain 
in the droughty sections of Texas and 
Oklahoma were regarded as unfavor- 
able for crop preparations, all the 
more so because of claims from im- 
portant points that farm work was 
as much as from two to three weeks 
behind.
